Gubje@t, whom we are fatisfied retain a little tco much 
of che Peripiterick Philofophy, we have not here Jeilure 
to exanine ; but we fhall now give you what the more 
Modern Learned generally conclude upon at this time ; 
Tiere are many (mali Vacuities throughout the Univerfe, dtj- 
rers'd among |t Bodies, and parts of Bodies. We mult ei- 
ther admit this, or penetration of Bodies, or deny al! 
Motion, none of which we can do; for tuppofe a Bot- 


tle coatain’d a hundred thoufand Atoms, and wou'd 
receive no more, its certain that none of thete Atoms 
cou’d be mov'd without penetration, becaufe there’s no 
oom for one Atom to give place to another. ‘Tis the 
property of Bodies to refift Motion 5 if therefore the 
Univerie was tull of Atoms, or Bodies, it wou’d refift 
Motion on every fide, and throughout the whole. 
The moft plaufible thing that we find objected, is, 
That Water isa Continuous Body, clole, and without 
any Vacuum interjpanfum 3 asaifo the Air 1s cont:nuous, 
and yer Eifmove ia the firft without leaving any Vacuum 
henind them, and Birds in the laft with the fame Effect. 
To tiiswe Aniwer, That thOir may appear fo co the 
Eve, thote particles of water clofing to taft afcer the 
Fith, that they are not difcernable, yee there's no dii- 
pute againit tie matter of Fact, which many Expert- 
meats, both as to Water and Arr, do fully evince, 
Suppofe then that in a Tube of Glas, hermeticaliy 
feal’d, the Air be forc’d into the room of fix Fiagers 
breadth, and the particles of Aur to be two Mullons, 
which take up chefe fix Fingers breadth of the Tube : 
Suppofe alfo that the Air be farther compretsd 1a chis 
Tube to three Fingers breadch, as its plain it may by 
the A&tion of Air Guns; either it will De, that wo 
particles of Air fij!'d up one ipace in Ce Tube, or elie 
that one particle was in two tpaces: the firft cant be 
without penetration, nor the laft witout aa Abtur- 
city, therefore we muft have recourie to a Vacuuin, 
into which thefe particles were comprefs'd ; ifin Air, 
mach more inWater, for the many Expertinents that have 
heen made in Freezing, affure us of a vait quantity of 
Air in Water, and confequencly of Vacuum’s, for if Air 
which is more iubtle and thin, has Vacuum’s in it, it 
follows doubly that Water may, becaufe ‘tis compos’d of 
grofler particles, and even contains that which contains 
Vacuums as above. 

Queft. 2. Being lately at a certain Town in Norfolk, 
where fome Concerns carried me, I heard of a very ftrange,

Nor can we fee fo unnatural a thing in’t as fome per- 
lous are willing to believe ; for if ‘tis not fo efteem’d 
in Twins, why in three Children, which is very tre- 
quent, and there are {ome Women that have never lefs 
than two or three > tis the unaccuftomednefs of things 
that furprizes more than the Nature of ‘em. As for a 
more particular Ditcuffion into the Nature of thefe 
things, it ought tohave more of privacy, than this Pa- 
Per is like to meet with, only in General Terms, we 
fan affure the Querift, thet a Humane Conceptions 


7 of its frequency, wants the furprize of the o> 
er. ; 

Queft. 3. Being upon a Voyage to the Welt-Indies, in 
the Latitude of 28. Deg. I made an Experiment upon what 
I heard from an Old Saylor, which was this : I took a quart 
Gli/s Bottle empty, and drove a Cork into it as fajt asf 
could, without breaking, and with a Lead and Line Junk it 
to the depth of 60 Fathom, then took it up again, when the 
Cork was drawn, or thruft into Bottle, and the Botile full of 
Water: Pray inform us of the Reafon hereof ? 

An/w. We fhou'd be glad if any one wou'd make the 
fame Experiment with the mouth of the Bottle down- 
ward ; for if it has the fame Effeét, then ( which we 
believe it may) it may poffibly proceed from this 
Caufe: That the vaft quantity, or Golumes of Water 
prefs the lower and deeper parts of the Sea fo very 
much, that they lye a great deal in.a little room ; that 
is, their particles are comprefsd fo much, that there’s 
very little Vacuum there, and by confequenze its very 
Natural to preis upon, ard force into places that are 
1cis condenfe, as into the Bottle, which being tull of 
tree, loole Air, might be fore'd into many timesa leis 
room than at firft, and therctore be eafily work’d upon 
by 4 iurrounding ftraitned Body. 

Quelt. 4. Its obfervable, that in the liste (pace of Eu- 
Tope tiere’s 4 vaft difference of the Air and Weather, fome 
plices dlmoft intolerable with Cold, and others with Heat : 
Now fince we are injorm'd by Sailors, &c.that both the Yura 
rid ind the Frigid Zone are Inbabitable : I wou'd knew bow 
its poffible for thofe People to tive ? 

Anfw, Cuftom no doubt may contribute much to the 
enduring fuch Extremities, which becaule continual, 
aie not io to them; but Mankind, nowever differently 
ciipers’d thr6 the Earth, are too much a-kinnot to be 
loit in thofe Exeremicies, were there nor fome other 
N ‘tural Realon for the rendring ’eim fupportable, And 
irk As for thofe that live under the Frigid Zone, 
Provicence has fo order’d, that there’s a great Compa- 
ny, of Furrs, which are no little defence againft the 
Cold; betides, chote People live in Dens and Caves, 
and places made under ground on purpole to fhelter 
them from the Affau'ts of the Weather. As to thofe 
that live under the Torrid Zone, there mutt neceffarily 
be vaft Exhalations thré the heat of the’Sun, which by 
reafon of their Quantity, continually turn to Rain and 
Winds, and thereby extenuate the Heat, and make i¢ 
more tolerable than is commonly imagin’d. Add to this, 
the cool breezes which come off the Sea every Evening, 

and continue all the Night, which is near 1a hoyrs all 
the Year about ; all which things confidered, may take 
away the fuppos’d Wonder in the Queftion, and perhaps 
give the Querift the fatisfr@ion he wanted. 

Queft. §. What is the reafon of afcending and defcending of 
Bodies, or what is the Gravity or Levity of Bodies ? 

_ Anfw. It’s avery eafie thing to render thefe Difficul- 
ties greater than we 3find "em, by talking otf ‘em after 
the ufual manner ; however, by compating of Opini- 
ons together, and weighing their Reatons, we fhall at 
leaft be certain of thus much, that we than’t krow lefs 
of the matter, than thole that have g ne before us ; 
there are amonegft the reft three Opinions, that have 
every one of ‘em had fome deference amongft the Lear- 
ned World, viz. the Peripeteticks, the Epicureans, and 
our more Modern Philofophers: The firft lofe them 
felves in Occult Qualities, the fecond- ia Atoms, the 
laft deny ary Gravity or Levity at ali naturally inhe- 
rent in Bodies: So chat if a Stone moves dowaward, or 
the Flame upward, ‘tis from fome External} vpence 
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which foreeg them to do fo , and indeed che reafon ap- 
pyars very plain, chat ‘tis fome exteriial Viowence upon 
Bodies that has this ftrange Efeét 5 For whazeur chings are 
naturally inberent inom effential to a Body, are 2!muys fo 5 but 
Stones may be caft upwards, and the Flame beat down- 
wards. and neither of em lofe their eflential properties. 
And it God fhould annihilate ai! the World bur one 
Stone, and the Flame of one Candle, che Stone wou'd 


Snyt move downward, nor the Flame upward, bur both 
4 ) , ; v 5e¢ \* 
ot’eu woud reft narurally. Again, a Natural Motion 


is equal, and always the fame, but we find the Motion 
of Bodies different, and void of che Equability necelfary 
to e.cry thing that’s Natural, for a Stone tn Its fall moves 
falter towards the laft than at firft. Befides, Bodies 
have in themfelves the paflive Principle of Motion and 
Reft: We mean, they have in themielves that quality 
that they may receive Motion, or reft by fomeching ex- 
ternal, therefore as to their own Nature they are iaciffe- 
rent whether they move or not, and from this indiffe- 
reace ot bodies we uitiy wierr, that every thing woud 
eterna! y re nain ‘9 thut Srate it now 1s, ( as to itl 
were it not from jome Excernal Violence: As alfo what- 
ever is put in Motion wou'd eternally move with the 
Jame Equabilicy as at firft, if there were no other ex- 
cernal Bodies co retard and refift its irotion. Hence al- 
fo by the by we need not wonder that the Heavenly 
Orbs leave not moviog, which are fo far abewe every 
thing ¢ehac may refift their Motion, which wes at firi 
communicated to them by the God of Nature. 

Bur after all che Jueftion recurrs, chat fince there js 
no Natural Gravity or Levity in Bodies, why dy fome 
aicend and others cefcend 2 With tubmiffion to fo maay 
great Men as are now of a contrary Opinion, we can’r 
fee how it’s polfible char the Preflure of the Atmofphere 
fhould make Bodies ceicend towards the Earth, for then 
we fhou’d have no Bodies afcend: Defices, we woud 
further defire of thofe Gentlemen to inform us what ir 
is thac prefles down che Atmofphere, or purs the Acmo- 
fphere 4a a deiceading motion, for of ir {elf ic has 
no uch Natural Qualiry, nor any other Body what- 
ever, as we have proved above, we fee more reafon after 
all to recurr tothe Magnecifn of the Earth, and by® 
that we cau eafier folve both the Detcent and Bodies. 
That the Earth is a great Afignes Is plain, fince jr is 
alio capable of C ommunicating that Quality to Budies 
capable of it, as Iron, for Experience thows thar a picce 
ot [ron ftanding any confiderable time ereét, as in Win- 
dows, Doors, we. does grow magnetick and Polar jn 
tne Jower end: What che Earth’s Efluviums are, or 
how they take their Circuit, and bring Bodies back a- 
giin with ‘em, is as hard as to folve the like Quality in 
the Load-itone. But admiccing fuch an Hypothefis as 
the Attraction of the Earth, the Afcent and Deicent of 
Bodies may have this probable Solution, that thofe Bee 
dies which are molt grofs are the eafieft to be laid held 
on by the return of thefe Effuviums, when thofe that 
are more fubrle and fine divide and make way for ’em. 
ir it be aske why thefe Effuviums don’r at their firft go. 
ing out of the Earth take up grois Bodies with ‘em, and 
carry a Man and his Horfe up into the Clouds, as well 
as bring one down trom the top of a Tower or Steeple ? 
We Aniwer, That thele Effuviums are extream fubtle 
and fine at their firft going out of the Earth, and there- 
fore make their way through tae Porous Parts of Bo- 
dies. As for the Alcent of Bodies it muft neceffarily be 
granted, unlefs we admitted Penetration, for the Face 
of the Earth being full crouded with Bodies, fome more 
grofs, and others more fubt!e and fine, it follows that 
when the grofler Bodies fubtide by Virtue of the Efflu- 
viums, they juftle thofe which are more tubtle out of 
their places, which cherefore are forced to mount up- 
wards for more room, as the mixture of feveral Ingre- 
dieats of Liquids in a Glats Viol fhows, which being 
all thaked cogether, the grotler fubfide, and thofe we 
call che lighter are thruft “were ; for they cane ly all 
together in the Bottom, without Penetration, as we faid 
before.
